It seems somewhat strange tliat Vic- 
torians arc not alive to tlio iuiportauco 
of liaving daily mail commniiieation 
witU the east via Pugot Sound. Hith- 
erto a jsemi-weekly mail has been deemed 
sufficient for the requirements of the 
community; but we incline to the 
opinion that the time lias now arriN ed 
when the people might safely ask the 
Dominion Government to subsidize a 
sorvicable steamer to ply daily between 
here and Port Townsend, bringing over 
the mails and conveying passengers to 
and fro. Representations should be 
made pointing out that the revenue 
steam cutter carrying the mails aemi- 
weokly is not adapted to the rout'., and 
it should further be demonstrated that 
there are good reasons for believing 
that a very favorable arrangement 
could bo made with certain steamboat 
owners whose vosaols have given satis- 
faction to the public both on this side 
of the Straits and on the other. The 
revenue cutter Sir J ames Douglas is by 
no means suitable for the service, and 
oven if she were she could not attend 
to it because slio has other duties to per- 
form -which frequently rocpiire her jires- 
onco at various part.s of the coast of the 
Province. As a daily mail boat to ]ily 
between hero and Port Townscnd for 
tliat reason alone the steamer Sir James 
Douglas could not be employed. But 
there are objections to her on the score 
of speetl, or rather the lack of it, as 
well as on the score of pa.s.senger and 
freigiit accommodation, or rather its 
insulHeicncy. The Government must 
therefore look beyond that vesbel in 
selecting one for the mail service of 
which wo write. The existing ari-ange- 
ment with her can at tlu^ best lie only 
temporary and should l>o discoutiiuied 
as soon as ])ossil)le in favor of a tlaily 
mail. "VVe trust the local Government 
liave made strong representations to the 
ai^thorities at Ottawa on the subject 
and that they may prove succe.ssful. 
Their hands could be luucli strengthen- 
ed, however, were the peo[)le also to 
take action in the matter anil we are 
at a loss to conceive how it is the \mh- 
lic have a-s yet .shown such indilier- 
ence in an afl'air of so great 
importance to them. It is not prob- 
able that the Dominion (Jovern- 
ment will give the people of this 
province more than they ask for, and 
consequently unless they are asked for 
a daily mail it is reasonabli! to su])pose 
the Federal authorities will submit that 
in mail matters, at least, the Prov- 
ince is perfectly happy. If, however, a 
public meeting were held and resolu- 
tions passed, ])otitioning for what the 
Capital of the Province is entitled to, 
and what would benetit all classes, we 
think the Dominion Government would 
place themselves in communication 
■^ith steamboat owners and ascertain 
at what outlay the service could be 
performed. It 1ms been stated on the 
streets of this city that a well-known 
owner is pi-epared to perform the ser- 
vice at what appears to be a most rea- 
sonable figure; employing a boat that 
is popular with the public, seaworthy 
and sufhciently rapid to make daily 
trips to Port Townseml, and arrive in 
port here even in the winter months 
before dark. With such a rej)ort alloat 
it does seem strange, we reiterate, that 
the people do not bestir themselves and 
make an eflbrt to secure that which 
when obtained would prove so bene- 
ficial We trust that the few words 
we have said may have the desired ef- 
fect, and that the Capital of the Prov- , 
ince may very shortly have daily mail 
communication with the outer world. 
It rests with the people to take tlie 
first steps, and if they are alive to 
their own interests they will lose no 
time in doinjT so.

•The Manchester (England) Gtiarduin 
of Juno 5, gives the follb-wing interest- 
ing details of the foundering off the 
Saltee Islands, on Saturday evening, 
June 1st, of the Guion mail steamer Ida- 
ho, which left New York on May :*lst 
with a general cargo, iueluding 1,000 
tons of American beef and fifty -one 
.tVmerican horses, and a crew of eighty- 
two men, all told, and sixty-one passen- 
gers — forty-One cabin anil twenty 
steerage. The iufornuition is derived 
from Mr. John Watson, of Wallack's 
Theatre, New York, who was one of 
the passengers. 

It was about, seven o'clock in the 
evening when wo ai)proached the Sal- 
tees, and the cabin passengers were for 
the most part below, the weather being 
very hazy. They were all in very good 
spirits, and elated at being so near the 
end of their journey, which had been 
rendered somewhat uncomfortable dur- 
ing the last three days by the preva- 
lence of thick fogs. Tlve genthMuen 
were walking about the saloon chatting 
together, while the ladies were nearly 
all engaged in taking tea. He (Mr. 
Watson) wa.s on deck, when suddenly 
the fog became thicker than ever, de- 
scending like a cloud, and biding all 
objects, even at the short distance of 
the length of the ves.sel. At oiu:e the 
engines were .slowed, and the vc'ssi-l 
moved on slowly and more slowly 
through the water, when suddenly 

A VIOLENT SHOCK 

Was felt, which threw him down on 
the deck. The shock, of course, caused 
great consternation among.st the passen- 
gers, especially the ladies ; and nothing 
could bo heard but a confused mixture 
of cries for help, sh}'ieks of distress, 
and broken ejaculations of sur[iris('. 
luimodiutely a rush was made for the 
.saloon stairs, and, as is usual in a pan- 
ic, tlio nuui for a time apjieared to have 
lost all sense of courtesy, the ladies be- 
ing cru.shed in the crowd. During this 
time the boats were being got out and 
the passengers put in them. There was 

HUT LITTLE TIME ECU CEREMONV, 

As may be imagined, but still no acci- 
dent occun-ed. Of course those ladies 
who were most composed fared the best, 
but those who were excited — and there 
wore a few such — wen! "literally 
thrown in the boat," there being no al- 
ternative. When the third boat was 
being got ready, one of tlio female 
steerage passengers came rushing up in 
a frantic state, crying out, " Wlune 
shall I go ; where shall I be put ?" Un 
this another woman gave way in the 
same manner, and the influence seemed 
to extend itself to two of the crew — 
the buteher and an ordinary seaman. 
These men made a rush for the boat, 
but the chief officer, who -was in charge 
of it, seized a hatchet, which was lying 
on the deck, and, standing in front of 
the boat, called out in a firm voice to 
the two excited men, " Back, men, get 
back; 

I'll kill the fiilst .man 
Who touches the boat." This lirm 
bearing and composed manner had the 
desired eflect ; the men became cool, 
and went on with the labor of .saving 
the women. As the fourth boat was 
being lowered from the davits it caught 
against the side of the ship and almost 
capsized. The excitement among those 
in the boat then became intense, some 
crying out, some (jjaculating a prayer, 
and others cursing. The boat, how- 
ever, was safely lowered. Tlien follow- 
ed in quick succession two more boats, 
with the remainder of the crew, the 
captain, like a true Briti.sh commander, 
being the last to leave the vessel Al- 
most immediately after the last boat 
left, the vessel was seen to give a lurch, 
and in about a minute or two later slic 
settled down, the M-hole time between 
the striking and sinking being about 
twenty minutes. One of the boats — 
the one in which Mr. Watson was tak- 
en — was within thirty yards of the ves- 
sel at the time she went down, and 
from which as she sank came 

A NOISK LIKE TrtUNDER, 

The noise of the water contending with 
the air in the hull, mingled with a 
irroat crasliing of glas.s. Loud above 
tills noise, however, rose the cries of the 
poor horses and cattle on board, which 
had been crying loudly from the time the 
vessel struck, as though they instinctive- 
ly divined the danger th(!y were in. 
This cry was described as most pitiabh;. 
No holj) could be rendered, of course, 
and so they perished. The sinking of 
.so large a vessel necessarily createtl a 
powerful vortex, into which the boat 
was almost drawn. After about four 
liour.s' pulling in a thick fog, they hav- 
ing compasse.i and therefore being the 
more inanagable, the land was seen 
looming through the mist like a black 
cloud, and the boats having pulled close 
in shore, the crow began to call out at 
the top of their voices, while those who 
had revolvers fired • them off. Some 
peojile who lived .at a farm on the is- 
land came down to the beach, and aid- 
ed till! boats' crews by their cries to a 
small creek where a landing could be 
ellectiHl.

TuKsDAV, July Otll. 
■ Gobrgo Rife, chai^getl with attempting 
to escape from the chningaiig. 

The prisoner pleaded guilty to running 
away, and said that starvation had driven 
him to it and ho would run away again if 
his food was not changed. 

The Suporintendoat .stated that the pri- 
soner received .8 ounces of bread and a 
' pint of coffoo in the morning, a pint of 
soup, 12 ounces of meat, half a pound of 
bread and a pound of potatoes in the 
middle of the day, and at night eight 
ounces of bread and a pint of tea. 

A. W. Rogers, convict guard, said ho 
was on duty j'esterday with the j)ri.souoiH 
on Fortstroet, and about !) a. in. heard a 
rush and a shout and saw the prisoner 
Rife running away; turned to >Ir. Tru- 
i-an for instructions and he .s;vid, "Yea, go 
after him;" ran after the prisoner and 
came in sight of Mr. Larniau's garden; 
fired at him, but he wa.i too far oiY for the 
shot to take eileot; Bhouted to some pa.ss- 
ers-by to hold him; they diil so, ami on 
the •witness coming up he tiejl the prison- 
er's hands and feet with some ropo and 
brought him back. 

P. Woollacott, gaoler, testified to fieo. 
Rife being a pi'isouer, sentenced to 
18 months' hard labor on 20th November 
last for larceny. Witli reference to the 
complaint of not getting enough food all 
ho could sny was that the prisoner got the 
Govennncnt allowance just the same as 
the other prisoners. 

His lIoiKjr tlien committed- the prisoner 
for trial at the next assizes. 

MURDKU. 

Jacob, a Barclay Sound Indian, on re- 
mand, cliarged with the wilful nuirder of 
Kai-uks-an, an Indian, at Barclay S(jund. 

Mr. Smith appeared for the defence. 

Joo, being didy cautioned, said lie was 
lying down in his liouso when he heard 
Jacob, his brother, Ciiarley and Jack in 
the next liouso gambling and quaiTeling. 
An Indian named Charley came to witness' 
house and told him that Jacob had cut his 
brother in the stomach with a knife. Ja- 
cob's brother came to tlie house and wit- 
ness saw that ho was all covered with 
hlood. Jacob's brother sat down and 
called witness to him. \Vitnos3 wont to 
the brother and pulled his shirt open to 
see where ho was cut and found a stab in 
the broa.st and one on his left arm. Sliort- 
ly after Jacob came in and stood a little 
distance from his brother, who called him 
to come and sec what ho had done to him; 
Jacob, at this time, had the knife in his 
hand; asked him if ho wanted to kill his 
brotlior; Jacol) a.skod his brother if he 
thought ho was going to, his brother said 
he did not know. Jacob said ho was go- 
ing to kill four men and ho might as well 
bo one of them. Witness thought Jacob 
intended to carry out his tlirtat and so 
left. When he got a little way from the 
doo5f met Kai-uks-aii wlio was killed; ask- 
ed him where he was goiuL; anil t(i come 
back into the busli ; the old man ri'fused 
and went on towards the water. .lacob, 
who had followed witness out of the house, 
went after the old man; witness saw him 
. come with the old man and stab him 
twice with a knife, once in the breast and 
once in the collar-bone, and then he took 
Kai-uks-an by tlie hair and threw him 
down; the ohl man Ijegan to cry and tlien 
the prisoner cut and stabbed lum in a 
gl'eat many places about the body; when 
Jacob finished cutting, the old man got 
up and another Indian (Sumass) named 
John took the old man into his house; 
witness went off into the bush; .saw the 
wound in the old man's side, and when he 
breathed the air the blood came out. The 
knife was one of the sheath knives with a 
blade about si.x inches long. This took 
place about a month ago. 

This case was then adjourned for one 
day. 

AS.S.\rLT WITH I.VTENT. 

James Houlihan, on remand, charged 
with assaidting Michael Fincrty, was 
again brought up. 

John Harris, being sw>u-ii, in ansn-er to 
Mr. Robertson, said he li\ ed on tlie (ior- 
don Head road; remendjered tlie morning 
on which the light is said to have taken 
place; saw Mr. Finerty about 7 a. m. go- 
ing up the road with his team in the di- 
rection of the bush; witness was then 
mowing hay about 80 j'ards from the road. 
Saw Finerty about 20 or 30 minutes after; 
did not go up to the house till called Uy his 
own little boy; saw Finerty there washing 
himself; ho was covered with blood; hail 
jio conversation wth Finerty. Mr. Hou- 
lihan came up towards the liouso .about ISO 
seconds after witness arrived there; Fin- 
erty saw him coining up and s.-iid "here's 
Houlihan coming up now, and that he had 
avnotion to go out and liifisli him oil';" 
told Finerty ho should have no trouble 
around there and that he had better go 
into, the house; witness meant that he 
would not poniiit any disturbance .around 
the house; Finerty then went into the 
house and witness went out through 
the yard and met Houlihan coming up to 
the well; he was staggering along and ap- 
peared to ho very weak; there was so 
much blood and dirt on his face that wit- 
ness could not tell whether ho was 
cut or which of the Houlihans it was; ask- 
ed him what was the matter with them this 
morning? Houlihan staggered along so 
that witness asked him if lie was drunk / 
ho said no, and then fainted; witness 
placed him against the fence and ran to 
the house and got a bucket of water and 
washed him, and took him to the barn 
and laid hiui down on some straw wliere 
he remained till Finerty had gone, when 
witness took him home; did not take any 
particular notice of the wounds on the 
head. 

J. C. Davie said he was a doctor of 
medicine; knew the defendant .lames 
Houlihan; s.aw him about .the third day 
after tlie disturbance; saw him at his 
house on the Mount Tolmio road; ho was 
then in bod. On examining him found 
that he had several bruises about the legs 
and arms; cx.amined his head and found 
Bovoral wounds; the majority tif them 
looked like incised wounds; they would 



liie^i^icted with some sharp instrument, 
either sharp atono, sharp edged stick or a 
common knife; a stick such as tho on'3 
produced could not inflict Biich wounds; 
there w.aa a wound on tho face between 
tho eyebrows; it w.as an incised wound 
like those on the head and could not liavo 
been ma'lo with tho stick produced. 
V .To;Mr. Mills. — An incised WOUnd might 
be inflicted by falling against a stone Oi- 
against sharp wood; could not give any 
opinion as to tho position of the defjnd- 
ant when tho wounds were received or as 
to whether "the man who inflicted them 
was taller than tho defendant. The 
wounds on the back of the head might 
possibly have been caused by tho defend- 
ant falling doivn. The stick produced 
could not have inflicted tho wounds. 

This finished the evidence for tho de- 
fence and on application of Mr. Robert- 
son his Honor reserved judgment till ho 
had heard tho charge against Michael 
Finerty. 

• ~ AR.S.VULT. 

Michael Finerty, charged with having 
assaulted James Houlihan by beating him 
on the arms and legs with a stick, on tho 
2l8t of Jiftie, and also with cutting him 
on the head with some sharp instrument. 

James Houlihan, being sworn said, in 
answer to Mi\ Robertson, that ho lived 
with his brother on the Mount Tolmie 
road, close to Michael Finerty 's place. On 
the moniing of the 21st went into tho 
bush ne;ir the Gordon Head road by alano 
at the hack of Mr. Harris' at a place 
called "the 110;" wont there after a cow 
and a calf tho property of Mr. and Mrs. 
Houlihan; left homo about six o'clock; 
the distance from tho house was two miles 
and a-half, more or leas; liad no stick or 
club in his hand; had a revolver in his 
pocket. Finerty had, in or near "the 
110," about May, said "Houlihan you 
keep out of my property." Witness said — 
"Do you own all tho bu.sh hero/" Finerty 
said — "If ho came in tho bush about 50 
yards he would make it hot for him. " Wit- 
ness asked, "Are you afraid of me /" Fin- 
erty — "No I you bet I am not. " Witness .said 
"Yon have no need to bo." Have met 
Finerty several times since but have never 
spoken. There had been some litigation 
between Finerty and witness' brother 
and his wife; this had been going on for 
some time, the result being quito a bad 
feeling between Finerty and witneas' 
brother's family. Where the iT^w occurred 
was part of tho land in dispute between 
the family. Ivnowiiig this ill-feeling wit- 
ness was afraid of Finerty because he had 
made several throats. His brother's cat- 
tle have been in the habit of running over 
the land where witness went to look for 
the cow and calf that morning. Wlien 
witness was coming towards tjie gate from 
the bush Firierty came in from tho gate; 
ho wiis driving an empty wagon; when he 
got near Finerty stopped the team and 

said, "Houlihan you what brings 

you into my property ?" Witness said he 
was not going to hurt him or his property. 
Finerty then got down ^rom his wagon 
and hit witness about the legs and shins 
with the butt of hia wliip; witiies.s fell on 
his knees when Finerty hit him on the 
arms and took a knife out of his pocket 
and st.abbed him on tho head with it .and 
then reached to his wagon for the stick 
producetl in the former case, and boat 
him all over the shins and amis and body 
with the stick; witness was very weak 
from this ; Finerty then jnit liis liand in 
witness pocket and took the revolver and 
■put it in his own; ho then took up a piece 
of cord wood and beat witness with it, 
and when ho tliought witneas was laid for 
dead ho went ofl'; he went to where his 
hat w.as and picked it up and lired a shot 

through it and said, "there, you , if 

j'ou are not dead I'll get you hung; I was 
on the look out for you some time to get 
you alone;" Fincrty then threw his hat 
away and picketl up witness' and drove 
away; after this witness got up and made 
his w.ay to Mr. Harris'; had never soon the 
stick produced before the day in question; 
know nothing about tho marks on tho said 
stick; when witness passed Finorty's 
house in the morning he Wiis getting his 
horses up from tho stable. 

Dr. Davie was called and gave similar 
evidence to that in tho last case. 

Patrick Houlihan was then sworn anil 
testified to hearing Finerty threaten that 
if James Houlihan camo within 50 yards 
of hia land that ho would m.ake it hot for 
him. The cattle had been in the habit of 
running over the disputed land. . Ho lo- 
mcmbered tho 21st Juno; saw his brother 
tliat morning; witness was up before his 
Ijrother. The night before ho had a con- 
versation about tho cow; he h.ad told his 
brother that he would got the cow in tho 
morning; did not .see any stick in his bro- 
ther's hand when he went out that morn- 
ing; could not say how many times dur- 
ing the month previous to tho 21st Juno 
his liruther had been out to tho disputed 
land; when his brother camo in that 
morning ho did not toll witness wliat was 
the matter till he camo back from town, 
having hevn for a doctor. In tho evening 
his brother told him that Finerty liad as- 
saulted him with a whiji-stock and a piece 
of cordwood and Iiad stabbed him witli a 
knife, and that ho (.laiiios Houlih.an) had 
seen him (Finerty) lire a shot througli his 
hat; he said Fincrty pulled the pistol out 
of liis pocket. 

(Jflicer Lindsay was then called for the 
defence, and gavo niiich the same evidence 
as in the last case, e;i|)ecially with refer- 
ence to what James Houlilian told him 
about the row, and that he I\ad taken a 
pistol out which had gone ofl' aceiilenlally. 

This finishing tho casej His Honor be- 
fore hearing counsel stated tliat as tho 
evidence was so diametrically opposite in 
the case of Hfiulihan vs. Finerty, and 
in the case of Finerty vs. Houlihan,, 
he did nut think he would be doing 
his duty to tho defenilant in each 
case or to the community at largo, 
should ho allow the matter to' end in 
tliat court. He had studied tho evidence 
throughout and thought it bfist th.at the 
cases should be sent up for trial when a 
jury would be able to say which evidence 
is correct and which false. Tho bail in 
each c;iac ho woidd fix at $2000 each per- 
sonally and two sureties in the sum of 
.?1000 each in both coses. 

The Court adjourned at 11 p.m.

A. Verdior vs. James Hoggan, aliaa 
Hagan. — His Honor delivered the follow- 
ing judgment : — 

This is an action for tho rocoverj- of 
?135, tho price of a yoke of oxen sold and 
delivered by,tho plaintifl' to the defendant. 
Tho defendant admits the sole and de- 
livery pf the oxen; but sets up three do- 
fences :— 

1. That tho contract took place with- 
out a bill of s.alo in which tho particular 
brands or marks upon the cattlo had boon 
insertetl; contrary to tho 7th section of 
tho cattle ordinance, 1869. 

2. That tho defendant bought tho cat- 
tle as agent of a m.an named Shearer; 
who, as principal, ought to have boon 
sued. 

3. That it was a condition of s.alo that tho 
cattlo were not to leave without tho 
money. 

Tho first defenco ia easily disposed of; 
for there is no evidence that the cattlo 
had particular brands or marks; if they 
had none it woidd bo impossible to insert 
any in the bill of salo; and no man can bo 
obliged to perform an impossibility. 
(Chitty on contracts, p. 030). Indeed, 
section 7 of the cattlo ordinance 1800 is 
partly inoperative; it speaks of a contract 
without a consideration, which is a con- 
tradiction in torms; it is nudum pactum, 
a naked compact, and not a contract in 
tho legal .acceptation of tho word. 
" Ever}' cmitract doth in itself imply .an 
asmmpsit in law to ]]orform tho same; for 
a ciuitract would be to no purpose, if 
there were no lujans to onforeo the per- 
formance thereof." (Tomlin's Law Dic- 
tionary). 

There is a conllict of testimony between 
tho evidence of plaintiff and defendant in 
rcforoiice to the second groimd of defenco; 
but the scale is turned in favor of tho 
plaintifl' by a witness, Drake, who contra- 
dicls 1 lagan in some particulars, thus af- 
fecting his credibility. 

Against the third defeiicu are tiie fol- 
lowing facts ; Hag.an took away tho cattle 
himself; ho worked them, lent them to a 
friend, and sent them back to tho plain- 
till' after a lapse of two months, having 
failed to perform liis iiromiso to hand 
over ?,")0, Shearer's money, which ho said 
was at his house. 

■ It might be said that the ordinance re- 
quires a bill of sale, as well as tho brands 
or marks iqion tho cattlo; but the bill of 
salo must contain the brands or marks, 
which in this case was an impossibility, 
as there were none; the ordinance being 
a penal statute must bo construed accord- 
ing to tho letter and no further. 

Judgment in favor of plaintiflT, with 
costs. 

Mr. Il(d)ertsoii, Q. C, for the plaintifl'; 
Slessrs. Drake it .lackson for tho de- 
fendant. 

Robert Partridge rs. .lohn Boyd — Suit 
to recover .SOO .as damages for wrongful 
dismissal from service of dofondant. 'iiio 
defendant alleged intoxication and neglect 
to wash his face or clean his boots on the 
part of plaintifl". 

Mr. Harrison for plaintifl"; Drake it 
Jackson for defendant. 

Tho cose was adjourned till Friday. 

Tho Bonanza Flayod Oat--SooliEO of 
^^^^ ^ tho Comstook. 

'■^ IFioM! tlie rCiijjliR'crin;,' nm\ MinlnK Jouriiiil.J 

For about a year past it has been evi- 
dent to woll-informed outsiders that in the 
Consolidated Virginia, at least, the limit 
of tho great bonanza had boon found; but 
tho secrecy which envelops everything 
connected with the mines on tho groat 
lodo has enabled those in control to keep 
a knowledge of tho actual condition of 
afl"airs from the public. Tho steady de- 
cline in the value of the bonanzii stocks 
and the recent announcenient of reduction 
in dividends and tho closing — for several 
months — of the Consolidated "Virginia 
mine are opening the eyes of tho stock- 
holders to tlio actual state of tlio case. It 
is true the reason assigned for closing tho 
mines ia to make repairs to tho shaft; but 
since the working" connected with two or 
three other shafts, tlu'ough which it sent 
out ore on previous occasions, it seems 
reasonable to believe tho actu.al reason 
for tlie closing of the mine is scarcity of 
ore; and it should surprise no one to find 
next tho announcement that the ore-body 
had given out. 

Of course it will then be found that for 
some time past the "bon.anza firm" no 
longer had any largo .amount of stock of 
tlie."0 mines. It is, indeed, quite general- 
ly believed that at the i)resent time a very 
large [irupoi t i(jn of the stock is hold in 
the East and in Engl.aiid, where the un- 
sophisticated investors have never im.ag- 
incd that tho dividends so punctually 
paid might have any other origin than 
of net earnings. With the oihaustion of 
this great ore- body tho glory of the Com 
stock will depart, scarcely any of the 
other mines on it having for a long tim 
p.ast paid expenses. 

As confirmation of the accuracy of 
those views, we find prominent, well-in- 
formed California capitalists m.aking in- 
vestments in the Montana, Black Hills, 
and Colorado mines, .and openly saying 
tho Coiustock no longer offers an inviting 
field for investment of capital. They 
have recently purchased four or five of 
tho best mines yet opened in the Black 
Hills, and have still more recently made 
offers for tho largest .and most valuable 
mmes at Leadville. The Black Hills, 
and fi'-'rimps tlio Helena (Montana) mines 
would prove tho- successors of tho groat 
Nevailti bonanza, tho glory of which is 
evidently "departed.

Fifty-seven years ago tho ship John Jay- 
was launched at East Brooklyn and sent 
to sea tho following year as a tirst-class 
jiacket. In 1827 she brought Afarquis do 
Lafayette to the United States and for 
many years boforo steam was adapted to 
sea-going vessels was accounted a first- 
class passenger vessel. Years sped away, 
and when steam took the place of sails on 
the Atlantic the John .lay was sent 'rouiul 
the Horn in '49 with a crowd of goldseok- 
ers. Afterwards she ran in tho China and 
Australian trade and for tho last twelve 
years has boon employed in tho Pugot 
Sound lumber trade, making ninny suc- 
cessful and prosperous voyages. But ships, 
like men, wear out, and time is beginning 
to toll on tho John Jay. On the ICth of 
Juno tho old ship sailed from Seattle for 
San Francisco witli a cargo of coal. When 
oir Protection Island tlio jilanks opened 
out. She spr.ang .aleak, making 15 inches 
per hyur, and was put back to Seattle 
whore she was temporarily caulki'd and 
new i)umps were put in, sailing again on 
_the 29th of ,luiie. On the night of the 
3rd inst. , when about 15 miles southwest 
of Capo Flattery, a heavy swell rolling in 
from the southwest, with light air prevail- 
ing, tho planks opened out again, the ship 
making water at the rate of 35 inches per 
hour. A consultation was held and the 
ship put back again. When she got into 
smooth water the leak decreased to nine 
inches per hour aud kept at that. She 
arrived at Port Townisond on tho morning 
of tho 5th, when all hands — officers as 
well as crow — wero discharged.

At Rtokes Valley, in Yorkshire, there 
livea a man who onco a.ssisted in sing- 
ing the whole of the 119th Psalm.

The PiUssiAN Avn-exatioxs. — Prof. 
Byrco, who lately truvelletl iu Armenia, 
has published a letter well fitted to 
allay any alarm as to the nature of tho 
Russian nnne.vations in Asia, which 
tho Marquis of Salisbury's circular may 
have excited. Batouiii, the •Professor 
tolls us, is not a harbour at all nor a 
place of any natural strength towards 
the sea, hut a small trading town at the 
head of a mere bay, "a small open bay 
formed by a .«pit of sand running out 
on it."? west side." Ho does not believe 
it can ever be converted into a naval 
stronghold, and he considers that what 
value it has is purely commerical, con- 
sisting "in tho fact that Russia, who 
owns va.st ami naturally rich territories 
botwoch the Euxino and the Caspain, 
has no tolerable port along this part of 
her Exino coast." As a friend of tho 
Armenian nation, he regret that Russia 
should demand Kars, but he reminds us 
that the place has been captured in three 
successive w.ar.s, and, adopting the (tr;/- 
U7iieiUHm ad hominem ho asks — "Would 
England resign a tropliysimilarly won J'' 
Ho admits, however, that in support of 
the claims for Bayozid, with the district 
lying to the northwest of that town, no 
plausible argument has been urged, ex- 
cept tho welfare of tho Christian popu- 
lation, who have suli'ered so cruelly 
from tho Kurds; aud he thinks, if trust- 
worthy guanintees for the gootl govern- 
inont of the people were proviilod, 
Russia's proposal might be firmh' re- 
sisted, and would probably bo ilroiijied. 
But on tho one important point — the 
protection of British interest — the Pro- 
fessor is clear: "In any case (ho says) 
these SGssions,so far as tiioy arc injurious, 
injure the prospects of the Arnieniun 
])eoi)le, and not England or India. 
Thoy do not Btrcngtlien llussia's jiosi- 
tion towards India. They do not even 
give her a gi-eater hold upon Persia. 
If sho is ever mad enough to attack us 
in India, sho must do so either through 
Turkestan or through Northern Persia, 
whicli owing to her command of the 
Caspian, has lain already for fifty yours 
at Russia's mercy. The ])ossosKiou of 
Northwestern Armenia will not bring 
her ft step nearer toPesliawur, will not 
save hor a man or a rouble in any Cen- 
tral Asian campaign. — English Pajm'. 

V1CTI.MIZED New Yonic. — Every tax- 
payer in New York will do well to cut 
and carry thi.s ])aragrapli about with 
hiiu, and consider it from time to linie 
when he finds himself tempted by the 
lazy demon of New York indifl'erencc 
to think that city affairs area "bore." 
New York City, with n million of inhab- 
itants, now expends in round numbers 
.$30,000,000 a year. Of this enormous 
sum, making S30 a year for every man, 
woman and child in tlio city, !?l 0,000,- 
000 go in salaries, fees and allowances; 
and it costs $2,200,000 a year to got 
tlie money collected and expended. 
According to Return No 183 of the 
British Local Boai"d, publislied April 
30, 1877, there w-ere 230 cities and bor- 
ough in England and Wales, under muni- 
cipal administration, excluding London, 
hut including such great towns as Li\ er- 
pool, Manchester, Birmingham, Shefliold 
and Newcastle-on-Tyno. with an 
aggregate population of G,G34,430 .soul.s. 
The total municipal expenditures of all 
tho municipalities were X3,534,482, or 
in our money and in round numboi's 
about $17,500,000 the salaries account 
being, .£214,245, or about $1,100,000. 
Observe that "loans, repaid interest and 
sinking fund" are included in the Eng- 
lish account a.s well as in our own. 
Whereby it appears in tho first place 
that speaking rouglily six millions and 
a half of English subjects get them- 
selves comfortably looked after and 
their municipal necessities met and at- 
tended to in 2.30 English and Welsh 
towns for a little more than half as 
much as it costs a million of American 
citizens to got tliemselves misgoverned 
and tlieir municipal necessities neglected 
iu the single city of New Yorkj and in 
tiio second place, that tho six millions 
and a half of Britisli subjects are taxed 
for "salaries and poundage" about one- 
teuth the .amount taken from the onn 
million of American citizens in salaries, 
fees and allowances. Is it wonderful 
that England, is growing enormously 
in wealth, and that New Yorkers are 
calculating the moment at which it 
will become better for them to abaiulon 
their real estate than to meet the assess- 
ments on it 1 — I^. Y. World.
